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THE DEMAND FOR NURSERIES 


AR conditions have emphasised a number of 
defects in our social organisation, and not the 
least of these are the difficulties that face the working 
other, not only if she is engaged in employment 
utside the home, but also when, under more normal 
ircumstances, her main activity is the domestic manage- 
ent of her household and the efficient control of her 
thildren. With a husband away or working at a 
Blistance from home, he cannot be very helpful, and the 
souse-mother is often seriously over-weighted ; she 
nust not be ill, and unless absolutely incapacitated, she 
jas to carry on with little time for rest and only occa- 
ionally for recreation. The establishment of war- 
ime nurseries, which are spreading rapidly all over 
treat Britain, has pointed the way towards the ameliora- 
ion of this state of things, and the report prepared by 
lajor Cyril H. Nathan, the Chairman of the National 
society of Children’s Nurseries,* presents in a clear and 
oncise form a programme for the future, which is of 
mportance not only to the sociologist:and social worker, 
ut also to all those concerned, either from the structural 
br administrative standpoint, with the provision for 
he care of young children outside their homes. 

In the first place, the distinction between the Day 
‘ursery and the Nursery School must be made clear ; 
s they are often confused in the minds of the public. 
heir activities at present overlap, both claiming to 
be able to deal with children between the ages of two 

pnd five, but the first is under the Ministry of Health 

@nd the second under that of Education. Nurseries 
have varying degrees of efficiency as regards the educa- 
ional provisions, while in Nursery Schools the health 
pf the children is not afforded equally intimate attention. 
t should not be difficult to correct the balance in both 
hese cases, so that the choice would be determined 
by local facilities and convenience. 

The nursery, however, remains an essential feature 
n all industrial housing centres; we find that in the 
inited Kingdom children under five number some 
000,000. Even war-time provisions cover little over 
per cent. of this total, and Major Nathan’s minimum 
‘put at accommodation for 300,000 children. This he 
ould divide into 100,000 for full-time nurseries and the 
est open five days per week and taking children from 
parate families on each of these days, thus relieving 
he mothers of 1,000,000 children for one day in the 
eek and spreading the influence of nursery life and 
treatment, which is of such value between babyhood 
nd the age of four or five. 


These introductory remarks are necessary to. make 
lear the place of children’s nurseries in town-planning. 
hey are obviously most needed in the larger cities 
nd least in rural areas; on the basis of the National

Society’s report, as quoted above, two nurseries for 
60 children (the number regarded as suitabie) would 
serve, on a whole time plus one-day basis, nearly 300 
households, dealing with one and, occasionally, more 
children from each family. This calculation is necessary 
in considering the housing units that demand the 
provision of a nursery, which should be centrally 
placed in such a unit, avoiding as far as possible the 
crossing of main or busy routes. Where the housing 
scheme employs large blocks of flats, planning is sim- 
plified as a portion of the site with a southern aspect 
can usually be reserved for the nursery without materially 
obstructing the sunlight reaching the flats. One cannot 
fully sympathise with Major Nathan’s suggestion that 
nurseries could be planned on the roofs of the flats, 
as in the case of the use of open fires, so general in this 
country, such a position receives a great deal of dirt 
owing to the smoke from chimneys at this level. 

With the undoubtedly more popular plan of housing 
families in cottages either semi-detached or in short 
terraces, a best approach to the study of grouping 
would be to adopt as a planning unit some 300 to 1,200 
homes on an island including only minor service roads ; 
a “precinct ” as Mr. Alker Tripp would term it. The 
advantage of planning on these lines increases with the 
scale on which it can be carried out, for as it is enlarged 
more of the communal requirements can be included. 
Starting with the especial demand of the nursery for 
convenient proximity, the next claimant is the nursery 
school, and then the elementary school, facilities for 
shopping, the local clinic, possibly some provision for 
recreation and generally all that makes such a group a 
self-contained unit. 

It will be said that this is no novelty, merely a re- 
statement of a recognised principle in town planning 
practice, and the same conclusion might have been 
reached by several other lines of argument. The point 
of the line taken here is that this well argued demand 
for the increased use of nurseries as of immeasurable 
value both to the child and the mother, which is also 
in harmony with the general outlines of the Beveridge 
report, does in particular add its support to the view 
demanding that the inchoate and amorphous masses of 
our great towns must be sub-divided into manageable 
units to bring into being once more that type of social 
amenity which is the nearest equivalent available to 
the neighbourliness of other times. 

Much could be written about the value of the nurseries 
programme in its effects on the health and intelligence 
of the coming generation, but this would be for those 
whose interests and occupations lie in such directions.” 
Here we are limited to its aspects as influencing the 
organisation and construction of our cities. A nursery 
centre at Guildford was illustrated in our issue of May 
23, 1941, and a playground for children of varying ages 
in that of April 9 last.

Plan for County of London Ready. 

Tue plan of development for the 
County of London (with the exception 
of the City) has been completed and 
will be presented to the London County 
Council on July 13. This was an- 
nounced on Tuesday by Lord Latham, 
who added: ‘This plan will give us 
a picture of what could be, but it will 
also show us the immensity of the task 
of getting it. No plan can be carried 
out unless Parliament gives us the 
powers and the resources essential for 
that purpose. [I fully realise that the 
proposals of the plan will intimately 
affect every one of the Metropolitan 
borough councils and many other 
_ statutory authorities, and they can 
' rest assured that ample opportunity 
will be given for them to express their 
views upon its principles and projects 
before the London County Council 
come to any decisions.” The plan is 
the work of Mr. J. H. Forshaw, M.C., 
F.R.I.B.A., Architect to the Council, 
in conjunction with the Council’s con- 
sultant, Professor Patrick Aber- 
crombie. } 


A Lead in Planning Required. 

At a meeting of the Council of the 
London Master Builders’ Association 
last week a resolution was carried 
unanimously calling on the Govern- 
ment to make known “ at the earliest 
possible date” its decisions on the 
Scott, Uthwatt and Barlow reports, so 
that Local Authorities may not be held 
up in preparing their post-war plans; 
that industrial firms and _ private 
owners of land may plan ahead; and 
that the building industry may be in 
a position to start operations immedi- 
ately the war is over, and so provide 
work for men returning from the 
Forces and from munitions work. 


Exhibited at the Royal Academy, 1943. 
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Copies of the resolution have been 
sent to the Minister of Town and 
Country Planning, the Minister of 
Works, the Minister of Health and the 
Minister of Labour and National Ser- 
vice; and the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, the 
Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, and 
the Architectural Association notified 
of its terms. 

In addressing the meeting, Mr. H. C. 
Harland, the President, said that one 
of the real dangers of the present 
situation was that the return of peace 
might find the country unprepared, 
and that for the first year after the war 
there would be confusion and unem- 
ployment or delayed demobilisation, 
and all the discontent which that 
would involve. That the country 
would never forgive,but as things were 
at present it was a danger which must 
be faced.

We have shown Mr. Cross’s letter to Mr. 
Macgregor, who replies :—Although my data is 
very limited, I have not overlooked the question 
of levels, and am of the opinion that sufficient 
height would be procured if the High-street 
rose in a steady incline from the corner of 
Friary-street to the new parkway bridge. The 
road would then be about level with the church 
window cills. I have assumed the rebuilding of 
all buildings adjacent to the bridges and all 
inside the roundabout except the Technical 
Institute and the shops in Friary-street. 

If, in fact, more height were found to he 
necessary, either the inclines would have to be 
lengthened and more buildings sacrificed, or the 
parkway itself lowered and bounded with con- 
crete walls to prevent flooding. The purport of 
the model, however, is to demonstrate the 
principle of uninterrupted approach to a city 
centre; this remains unaffected. 


Domestic Plumbing. 

To tHe Eprtor or The Builder. 
Srr,—Having just paid a considerable 
bill for a pipe repair, accounted for, 
it was explained, by the awkwardness 
of the job, I think the question of 
plumbing in the ordinary dwelling- 
house warrants the direct interest of 

the architect in post-war building. 


The standard of workmanship and/or 
that of our esthetic appreciation is not 
far enough advanced to permit concealed 
piping, so that this feature in building 
finds itself a matter of the lowest sub- 
contract price, the efforts of the handy- 
man turned mechanic, and an offence to 
sight and sound. 

Your readers will recognise the average 
plumbing system as a medley of pipes, a 
lack of stopcocks at points where trouble 
seems inherent, thin-walled and_ short- 
lived tanks, and, in too many instances, 
‘‘heating systems’ based on a design the 
worker ‘‘ had found in the papers.” 

The provision by the architect of chases 
for the accommodation of pipes, specifica- 
tions for the “‘run’’ and support, wall 
clearances for painting, papering, clean- 
ing, etc., would abolish much of the

Agricultural Cottages: No Quantities.

Deak Sir,—Our attention has been 
drawn to an advertisement published 
logally and addressed to contractors 


inviting tenders for the new agricultural 
cottages, and we are concerned to note 
that the particulars offered do not include 
quantities. 

In view of the agreements normally 
operating between architects and builders 
and officially approved by their respective 
organisations that the pricing of works 
over £500 in value should only be under- 
taken when quantities are available, we 
regret to notice that a Government De- 
partment is setting such a poor example. 

This would be quite bad enough in 
normal times, but, having regard to the 
abnormal fluctuations in the costs of 
labour and materials at present being ex- 
perienced, and, further, to the fact that, 
in order to arrive at a reliable estimate, 
each individual contractor will either 
have to take off his own quantities or 
have these taken off for him, thus involv- 
ing an undue waste in technical man- 
power, we can only hope that this is not 
the general policy of your Ministry. 

We have heard the excuse advanced 
that this is a means of getting a cheaper 
price, but we had thought that quality 
would have been the criterion rather than 
cheapness. We hope that this policy, if 
it is confirmed, is not a foretaste of the 
attitude. of mind which will direct our 
post-war housing.

TRAFFIC ANTICIPATION . 


At a recent meeting of the Association 
for Planning and Regional Reconstruction, 
Mr. M. A. G. Lanpav gave some further 
results of his work on the layout of motor 
speed routes :— 

1. The three complaints -about the 
present road system in towns are delay, 
congestion and casualties. The last two 
items are mainly questions of intersections 
and are being fully considered by the 
police. But there is ng statutory body 
mainly responsible for saving the 
motorist’s time, so that some proposals 
solve the intersection problem at a dis- 
proportionate waste of transit-time (like 
blocking great numbers of roads exits. 

2. In examining the proposals for circu- 
lar or ring roads in towns, we have to 
compare them to cross or through roads 
of the same length. The result is that 
the ring road will absorb much less traffic 
than the straight roads would; further, it 
compels every user of the ring to make 
some detour. Unless land values make 
-speed-roads through the centre of the town 
very much more expensive than a ring 
road, straight roads will ke of more use.

THE NEW WATERLOO BRIDGE 


A PAPER READ BEFORE THE INSTITUTION OF CIVIL ENGINEERS 


BY E. J. BUCKTON, B.SC.(ENG.), AND JOHN CUEREL, B.SC., MM.INST.C.E. 


A paper describing the new Waterloo Bridge was recently 
read before the Institution of Civil Engineers by Messrs. 
E. J. Bucxton, B.Sc.(Eng.), and JoHn CuergL, B.Sc., 
MM. Inst.C.E., of the firm of Messrs. Rendel, Palmer and 
Tritton, the consulting engineers. 

After giving some brief historical notes from 1811, when 
the old bridge (then called the Strand Bridge) was com- 
menced, to 1937, when work began on the new structure, 
the authors gave a full account of the design and construc- 
tion of this new type of Thames bridge. Following are 
extracis :— 

TYPE OF NEW BRIDGE. 

The new bridge was to provide much better traffic facilities 
than the old, together with improved river navigation. The 
dimensions finally adopted were a roadway 58 ft. wide, two foot- 
paths each 11 ft. wide, and five spans each nearly 240 ft. clear, 
in place of the roadway 27ft. wide, footpaths 7 ft. wide, and 
spans 120ft. clear, of the old bridge. The type of bridge 
adopted was functional in that it joined the two existing high- 
- level approaches by a simple, wide, straight, horizontal roadway 
carried on piers arranged to give the best facilities for river 
traffic as regards both space and view for navigation. 

The site (Fig. 1) is at a rather sharp bend in the river, so that 
the south is a spit side, and river traffic generally. must keep 
towards the north for depth of water, but on account of the 
curve must avoid getting too near the embankment. The distance 
to be spanned was made up of the river and the Victoria Em- 
bankment. It was found that by dividing the total distance 
into five equal parts, two good working spans were obtained in 
the main navigable section of the river, two spans on the south 
side where the water was shallow, and one span on the north 
side, half over the river and half over the embankment. To 
give the maximum clearance for navigation it was necessary to 
keep the depth of members as small as possible. This was done 
by adopting a welded system of reinforcement and modern 
methods of concrete mixing and placing which permitted a 
reduction in size of the members and also provided a particu- 
larly tough weather-resisting structure. 

Adopting twin-girder construction relieved the tunnel effect of 
the wide arches of a modern road bridge, and placing the first 
pier well out in the river opened up with striking effect an un- 
interrupted view of the sweeping lines of ihe embankment. 


STRUCTURAL ARRANGEMENT AND DESIGN. 


GexeraL.—The structural arrangement is shown in Figs. 2 
and 3. The bridge as a whole has been designed to carry the 
standard load for highway bridges laid down by the Ministry. 
of Transport, the equivalent loading curve being used. No 
reduction on account of the six-line width of roadway was made. 
In addition, the design of the cross-girders and deck slab was 
controlled by the assumption of a 40-ton axle (two wheels of 20 
tons each, including impact) or a special lorry on multiple wheels 





having a gross weight of 150 tons, including impact allowance 
The main members throughout are of reinforced concrete con- 
struction. Fabricated steelwork has, however, been used for 
details, such as those at expansion joints and for the inclined 
struts to the pier shells, wherever it was advantageous. 

ARTICULATION.—The relation of the primary structural elements 
is shown diagrammatically in Fig. 4. Movements due to jacking, 
deflexion, longitudinal sway, residual shrinkage, settlement of 
foundations and temperature had to be anticipated. Changes in 
length are taken care of by the expansion joints, which als 
permit of angular movement in a vertical plane. A simple 
knuckle joint is provided at the bridge end of the approach slab 
so that changes in level and slope of the cantilever are accommo 
dated by the hinge action of this slab. The suspended portion 
of the centre span is similarly adapted by the expansion joints 
at its ends. The bearing walls of the piers and abutments, by 
reason of their flexibility in the direction of the bridge, offe 
little restraint to horizontal movement and change of slope of 
the superstructure, and so constitute in effect an articulated 
support. 

Piers.—The foundation consists of a solid block of concreis 
6 ft. thick, reinforced at the bottom with transverse and long: 
tudinal bars. Aiternate bar-ends are welded to the steel] sheet 
piling, and welded anchors are also provided near the top of the 
block, thus effectively securing the piling against relative move 
ment (Fig. 5). The reinforcement has been designed to suit the 
bending stresses resulting from the excess of upward over down 
ward pressure on. the footing projection and from the skin 
frictional support afforded by the piling. Projecting bars are 
cast into the foundation to bond with the cellular base to the 
bearing wall and pier shells. 

The cellular base is provided to spread transversely the load 
from the bearing wall, and to form a transition between the solid 
block and the narrow wall. The reinforcement to the cross walls 
of the base has been arranged to take the principal tensile 
stresses arising from this action. 

The bearing wall carries the whole weight of the superstructure 
and, in addition to the direct stress resulting therefrom, is sub- 
ject to flexural stresses due to the various movements. The 
wall is rigidly connected to the cellular base and the super: 
structure and serves to fix the main box members against torsion; 
it also distributes the loading longitudinally over the foundation 
and lends itself to a convenient scheme of jacking. The lower 
portion of the wall is comparatively lightly reinforced, whilst 
the upper portion, above the jacking gap, is heavily reinforced, 
particularly under the inner ribs of the superstructure; in this 
region transverse reinforcement in the form of bars welded at 
their ends to the vertical and the longitudinal horizontal bars is 
also provided. The proportion of direct stréss to bending stress 
is such that tension cannot occur in any portion of the wall. _ 

The bearing wall is surrounded by, but completely separated 
from, a granite and Portland stone-faced reinforced-concreté 
shell. This shell, apart from any question of appearance, has 
several purely technical functions. It protects the main sup- 
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stance of the stops preventing excess movements of the super- 
structure, and constitutes a permanent cofferdam which would, 
if necessary, facilitate inspection and repair of the bearing wall. 

The design of the shell slab and horizontal ribs calls for no 
special mention. ‘The vertical ribs on opposite sides of the bear- 
ing wall are connected together by steel diagonal members 
passing through clearance holes, thus forming in effect a truss 
of the full width of the pier to resist impact and forces applied 
at the stops. The steel diagonals, where not embedded in the 
rib concrete, are protected against corrosion by means of zinc 
spraying and ‘‘ gunned ”’ bitumen. 

The stops at the top of the vertical ribs are opposed to the 
haunch of the bearing wall. Design to resist traction forces only 
presented no difficulty, but it was thought desirable to develop, 
if possible without any great additional cost, the full strength 
of the shell construction, its scantlings being as determined by 
its other functions, in resisting indeterminate forces such as 
might be occasioned by an exceptionally heavy impact deflecting 
the shell against the superstructure. The solution was seen in 
developing the maximum possible friction between the haunch 
and the stop so that virtual A-frames would be set up by the 
bearing wall and the ribs resisting pressure. Experiment showed 
that with concrete cast against hardened concrete and separated 
aiter setting, a friction angle of about 45 degrees was developed 
on further contact. The stops at piers 1 and 4 were therefore 
formed by pouring them against the roughened haunch, the 
superstructure being jacked over as necessary. At piers 2 and 3, 
where clearances are greater, it was inconvenient, in relation 
to the contractors’ programme, to jack over the superstructure, 
and the stop faces were formed by a slab of hard Portland stone 
fitted to the haunch and then drawn away and cast into the stop. 

The design of the abutments is generally on similar lines to 
that of the piers, but no stops are incorporated in the shell 
structure. 

Marin Grirpers.—The superstructure consists throughout of 
two box girders, subdivided by internal ribs and diaphragms, 
carrying a central strip of decking which is integral with the 
main members. 

Considered longitudinally, the bridge is symmetrical about its 
centre, and each half consists of a twin two-span girder con- 
tinuous over the first river pier (pier 1 or pier 4) and cantilevering 
shorewards from the abutments and into the centre span from 
the second pier (Fig. 2). The gap in the centre span, between 
the cantilevers extending from the north and south, is filled by 
a suspended section, whilst each shore end cantilever carries 
a short span approach slab. 

The first essential in the design was the flexural analysis of a 
box member of variable depth and scantlings continuous over 
two spans with cantilever ends, and carrying, in addition to its 
own weight, the most severe arrangement of the live load for 
the particular sections considered. As to the girder, the lower 
flange is comprised by the curved vault slab 25 feet wide; the 
web member is made up by four ribs, the inner being about 
double width throughout compared with the others; the upper 
flange is formed by the deck slab. The moment of inertia was 
calculated at ten sections on the span and the analysis was 
carried out by ordinary slope-deflection means. 

Longitudinal reinforcement in deck and. vault consists of 
straight bars only, their number and sectional area being varied 
to suit the bending moment. Shear reinforcement is generally 
in the form of transverse bars, but in the ribs horizontal shear 
steel is also used. Stirrups and transverse bars are generally 
at constant pitch, diameters of bars being adjusted as necessary. 
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The cross girders carrying the deck slab between the main 
members are of T-beam type. The external dimensions were 
determined by architectural considerations, and the webs were 
made hollow to avoid unnecessary weight. 

CANTILEVERS AND SuspenDED Span.—The design of the canti- 
levers, shore and centre, and of the suspended span, followed 
the same lines as for the main girders, and deflections, shears, 
etc., were computed in a similar manner. 

In the case of the shore cantilever the negative bending moment 
at the abutment resulting from its self-weight was insufficient 
to reduce the positive moment near the centre of the first span 
to a practicable value. Considerations of the effect of relative 
settlement of supports showed it to be undesirable to anchor 
down the end, as the additional span thereby introduced would 
be too short. It was decided, therefore, to load the end of each 
member with kentledge, and 270 tons of cast iron was provided 
in a special box at each corner of the bridge. 

Calculations showed the ideal length of the suspended span 
to be 88 feet. This length, however, would have caused the 
joint to clash with a cross girder and diaphragm, the uniform 
pitch of which it was not desired to upset; the suspended length 
was therefore increased to about 94 feet, and to preserve the 
‘balance ’’ at the adjacent piers 40 tons of kentledge was 
provided inside each cantilever member near the joint. 

Expansion Jornts.—At the extreme ends and in the centre 
span at the bearings of the suspended section, expansion joints 
are provided. All joints are of the single segmental roller-bearing 
type, and they are arranged to cater for a total change of length 
of 6 inches, corresponding to a range of body temperature of 
60 deg. F. The end joints, which carry only the reaction from the 
approach slab, have no special points of interest, but the centre 
span joints have several features worthy of mention. It was 
necessary to avoid projections at the joints, and the main 
rollers were therefore limited in width to the thickness of the 
ribs. Loading conditions were such that, using medium high- 
tensile steel, a diameter of 40 inches was required for the rollers, 
and this, together with the inevitable division of the rib depth, 
so reduced the corbel above and below that a shear value in 
excess of 1,000 lb. per square inch was called for. Such a high 
figure could not, of course, be realised with normal reinforcing : 
accordingly the principal compression component was transferred 
from the bearing billets by means of special reinforcement, or 
‘‘ shear ’’ plates, whilst the principal tensions were taken care 
of by medium high-tensile bars which were pre-stressed as 
described later. 

Considerations of transverse deflection showed that, with the 
main bearing rollers only, the major portion of the loading would 
be thrown on to the inner rib. Although this action could have 
been compensated to a large extent, in the case of dead loading, 
by the initial setting, the greater live load effect could not 
conveniently be eliminated. Secondary rollers in the deck and 
vault slab were therefore provided which ensured the trans- 
mission of the torsion arising from transverse deflection across 
the joint, and the whole span was thus enabled to act in relation 
to torsion as if monolithic. 

The conditions during construction controlling the supply of 
temporary steelwork, and the piecemeal nature of delivery of 
the various joint members, rendered it impracticable to arrange 
for proper assembly jigging, and it was found necessary, in lieu 
of this, to provide for adjustment. Steel folding wedges were 
fitted under the main rollers, whilst the secondary ones were 
split and a central wedge-piece was inserted. The relative loads 
on the main bearings were measured by means of a stress-gauge. 
and setting was by trial and error, the wedges being adjusted

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while the load was carried by the centering, and _ stresses 
measured on repeatedly jacking clear. 

Srops.—At the top of the vertical ribs of the pier shells and 
near the end of the shore cantilevers, stops are provided to 
limit the movements of the superstructure resulting from various 
causes. The stops at piers 1 and 4, being practically at the 
centre of expansion of the north and south halves respectively, 
are provided with only %-inch mean clearance each side; those 
at the other piers and the end stops have about 32-inch mean 
clearance, the amount being adjusted so that contact is made, 
one side or the other, at the extremes of temperature. 

The end stops consist of heavy reinforced-concrete walling, 
founded generally on cored piles, and are of such robust con- 
struction that should any pier develop a tendency to tilt suffi- 
cient resistance would be available for prevention or correction. 
The stop detail is comprised by an elongated steel-shod nib pro- 
jecting horizontally from the vault slab of the cantilever into 
a steel-lined recess in the walling. In addition to the stops 
described, ties are arranged across the centre-span expansion 
joints to limit independently the amount by which they may 
open. 

Should the bridge ever be called upon to carry its full design 
load in the form of a dense bunch of moving traffic there would 
be, in the absence of preventive means, first a downward and 
then an upward deflection of the order of 1 inch at the end of 
the shore cantilever as the load passed over and on to. the 
first span. This would cause damage to the road and footway 
surfacing at the approach and might give rise to an undesirable 
feeling of deflection. Dampers were therefore provided in the 
form of reinforced-concrete columns, containing a central rod 
which passes through a hole in the vault slab. Adjustable 
stops were formed between the top of the column and the vault 
to limit downward deflection, and between a pad on the top of 
the vault and a nut at the end of a rod to limit upward move- 
ment. These dampers were so proportioned that whilst their 
strength was adequate to control live-load deflections they would 
yield before any damage to the bridge structure proper could 
result from failure to readjust their setting following an appre- 
ciable settlement of the abutment or pier foundations.

It was not considered probable that control of the centre-span 
deflections and ‘‘ liveliness ’’ would be required, but housings 
were built in at the expansion joints (Fig. 4) to permit of the 
installation of hydraulic dampers at a future date, should this, 
in fact, prove advisable. 

ConstRucrion . Joints.—Considerable attention had to be paid 
to the layout of construction joints in the superstructure. The 
desirability of avoiding joints in zones of high shear stress, the 
effect of the settlement of centering piles during construction, 
and the contractors’ scheme for carrying out the work had to 
be taken into account. 

The arrangement finally evolved consisted in providing tem- 
porary transverse gaps in the concreting at about one-sixth 
span from the piers and at the centre, thus dividing each 
span-length into three sections, one pier section, and two centre 
sections, each capable of slight relative settlement during con- 
creting. The sections were subdivided by longitudinal joints 
in predetermined positions, to give reasonable pours without 
introducing additional transverse joints, except as afforded in 
the centre span by the expansion joints. 

It was required that throughout the bridge the webs of the 
cross girders should be the first pour, followed generally by a 
central strip of deck slab. The pier section was to be poured 
in the sequence: vault, ribs (in three lifts), and deck. The 
centre sections were to follow the order: outer 18-foot width 
of vault, three outer ribs (in one lift), inner rib together with 
the remainder of the vault and the deck connecting to the 
central strip (Z-shaped pour), and finally the outer portion of 
the deck slab. In order to eliminate transverse racking after 
the cross girder had become encastré, the weight of the final 
pours -was balanced by the temporary use of kentledge. 
The temporary gaps were permitted to be closed on completion 
of the adjacent sections and the substantial completion of the 
next sections. ; 

PRrE-sTRESSING.—In the shore cantilevers, at the top of the 
bearing walls, and in the vicinity of the centre-span expansion 
joints, where, owing to restrictions imposed by clearances, 
internal access and clean external lines, exceptionally high 
shear stresses obtained, certain reinforcing-bars were required 
to be pre-stressed. Such bars were of medium high-tensile steel 
with ends upset and screwed, and contained in steel tubes fitted 
with projecting end connections. After the conerete had been 
poured and had hardened the bars were stressed by passing steam 
through the tubes and taking up the thermal extension by tur- 
ing the end nuts or turnbuckles so that, on cooling, the required 
stress was induced. 

A final stress of 30,000 lb. per square inch was required in 
the bars, and the initial apparent stress, as measured by the 
turns of the screws, to ensure this was found by calibration 
with a hydraulic jack to be 45,000lb. per square inch, the 
difference being due to elastic and creep compression of the 
concrete and to shrinkage; the latter factor being small on 
account of the concrete being many months old when stressing 
was carried out. The bars were finally grouted up solid in the 
tubes, the steam-connections being used for this purpose. 


WELDING. 

To realise the desired slimness of the construction a high 
percentage of reinforcement was necessary, and it was evident 
that welding would afford many advantages. The elimination o! 
laps, splice bars and hooks would enable scantlings, and there- 
fore deadweight, to be reduced to the minimum, and within 
the limitations of the design would permit the simplest layout 
of the stéel in relation to concrete placing. Welding also offered 
a rigid reinforcement cage true to dimensions and cover and 
resistant to displacement during concreting, and provided a 
means whereby efficient crack-control could be ensured. 

Electric-arc welding was considered the best method for use 
in reinforced concrete work. Tests were made to determine the 
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reliability of welds made under conditions approximating to 
those which would obtain on the site. The tests were very satis- 
factory and a considerable use of welding was decided upon. 
From the tests a procedure was developed for the butt welding 
of bars to give maximum reliability as determined by tension 
and bend tests, and a double-V preparation of the bar ends was 
specified, with mainly vertical welding. During the work, 
although the technical merits of the specified procedure were 
never in doubt, the shortage of welders consequent on armament 
production was such that a speedier method became desirable. 
The ‘‘Secrom’’ system, involving the use of a copper mould, 
was proposed by the welding sub-contractor. Moulded joints 
had previously been looked into, and the results, notwithstand- 
ing the employment of highly skilled welders, were not com- 
pletely satisfactory. It was agreed, nevertheless, that the 
contractor should carry out. a series of tests using newly 
developed electrodes with a covering producing a very fluid and 
buoyant slag. Eventually a satisfactory procedure was arrived 
at and the change of method was approved for the majority of 
the remaining welds on mild steel bars. 


CONCRETE. 

Mix.—T'he superstructure, the bearing walls and the cellular 
bases to the piers and abutments were specified to be of concrete 
quality ‘“‘A’’; the mix being : cement, 1121b. minimum, 140-lb. 
maximum; aggregates (sum of volumes measured separately), 
58 cubic feet. Strength requirements on 6-in. cubes were : pre- 
liminary tests at 28 days, 5,6001b. per sq. in.; works tests, at 
28 days, 4,200 lb. per sq. in., and at three months, 5,000 lb. per 
sq. in. 

The pier and abutment shells were required to be of concrete 
quality ‘‘ B,’’ which mix was similar to quality ‘‘A,’’ but with 
strength requirements reduced by 20 per cent. In practice it was 
found that the strengths corresponding to quality ‘‘A’’ could be 
realised with the minimum quantity of cement, so that the mixes 
became, in fact, identical. The proportion of fine and coarse 
aggregate was approximately 1:2 by volume, the ratio being 
varied slightly as necessary to obtain the densest mixture. The 
grading was really centrolled by the supplies of sand and shingle 
commercially available, but frequent. analyses showed a very 
good curve. The requirements of the D.S.1.R. Code of Practice 
for Special Grade concrete were followed so far as applicable. 
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Stump.—The water content was controlled by the slump test. 
Generally for vibrated reinforced work a slump of Sin. was per- 
mitted. It was originally desired that the slump should be 
limited to lin., but on the representations of the contractor the 
permissible maximum was increased. Actually, 1-in. slump 
concrete was used in many heavily reinforced parts of the work, 
and there was no evidence to show that a higher value was 
generally necessary. The water/cement ratio was measured at 
frequent intervals, and ranged from 54 per cent. to 60 per cent. 
by weight. 

Visratinc.—The whole of the concrete in the bridge structure, 
except the foundation block, was required to be vibrated, a 
minimum frequency of 5,000 cycles per minute being specified. 
‘** Sinex”’ electric vibrators, of 160-watt and 250-watt capacity, 
clamped to the shuttering, were used generally. Immersion 
vibrators were employed in addition, in situations such as at 
junctions of members where the external-type machines could 
not be fully effective. 


SURFACE TREATMENT. 

GeNERAL.—The setting of the bridge, its central position, and 
the proximity of important buildings with which it was required 
to harmonise, were the main considerations leading to the adop- 
tioa of Portland stone as a facing to the outer ribs. Alternatives 
such as a treated concrete surface and pre-cast concrete slabs 
were, however, carefully investigated. It was decided that the 
technique of in situ concrete treatment had not progressed far 
enough for the engineers to give assurance that a pleasing result 
could be obtained by such means on the large highly exposed 
areas of the ‘‘spandrels.’’ Pre-cast slabs, made with special 
cements and aggregates, offered more prospect of the necessary 
high-grade finish, but would be less likely to weather in harmony 
with the surroundings. 

The treatment of the exposed edge of the vault slab, and the 
underside of the bridge, where open to public view, was con- 
sidered in all its aspects. It was early decided that no form of 
treatment could be adopted which would impair the strength and 
life of the structure, and accordingly the complete removal of 
the dense, hard surface layer resulting from the vibrating could 
not be entertained. Bush hammering and tooling, which not 
only remove the surface, but also cause damage to the underlying 
concrete, were therefore excluded from general adoption. 

Stone Factnc.—The design of the stone facing is such that it 
is clearly an applied surface finish, It has been arranged by the 
architect in vertical strips so that the joints in no way imply 
heavy stones functioning as an arch or wall. The following types 
of Portland stone were selected: ‘‘ Fine roach’’ for the upper 
parts of the piers, facing to the ribs, stairways generally, and 
other large surfaces; ‘‘ Semi-roach’’ for the cornice, parapet base, 
and polished work at the north-west stairway. 

To prevent staining of the stonework by the action of cement 
alkalis, the backs and joint faces were coated with ‘‘ gunned” 
bitumen. This process was used in preference to an application 
of bituminous solution to avoid a comparatively soft layer at the 
back of the stones which would tend to interfere with a sound 
key. Generally, four studs.for fixing were provided to each 
stone; and these were passed through holes drilled or cored in 
the outer rib and entered into a screwed socket mortared into a 
dovetailed recess in the stone. After grout had been poured to 
fill the space between stones and rib, and the hole, and had 
hardened for one day, the inner nut was tightened up, the stud 
having been greased to facilitate sliding, and the recess plugged 
with cement mortar. 

Exposep ConcrEete.—Extensive éxperiments were carried out 
in collaboration with the architect to determine the best methods 
to adopt, and as a result it was specified that the forms for 
surfaces exposed to public view should be lined with a smooth- 
faced non-absorbent plywood, and, after stripping, the concrete 
face should be mechanically ground by means of carborundum 
discs. To indicate the degree of grinding, light generally but 
heavy for the exposed edge of the vault slab, samples were 
exhibited for the guidance of tenderers. 

During the progress of the work it was decided that the 
‘arch ring,’’ where special cover to the reinforcement had been 
provided, should be lightly hammered with an electric hammer, 
whilst the underside of the structure, except the curved vaults 
of the end spans, should receive an “‘ engineering’’ finish, con- 
sisting of grinding down of the worst board marks and blemishes 
resulting from welding splash, cleaning, and then stippling with 
and rubbing in a thin coat of neat’ cement mortar.. The end span 
vaults were to be lightly sand-blasted in two stages, the first to 
expose flaws for making good, and the second an all-over treat- 
ment to give a uniform texture. ' 

It is suggested.that the result on the first constructed span on 
the south side is pleasing. But the work at the northern end 
had to be carried out under great difficulties owing to war-time 
restrictions on labour and materials; it was impossible to obtain 
plywood for the lining of the forms; the best available substitute 
was considerably inferior and the appearance has suffered some- 
what in consequence. 
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PAVING. 

This modern London bridge, as viewed by those using it, 
presents one and a half acres ot roadway, two footpaths, parapets, 
and little else. Much, therefore, depends upon the design of the 
parapets, the type and tint of the paving slabs, and the nature 
of the road surface. The permanent parapet designed by the 
architect is shown in Fig. 6; it is in keeping with the bridge, 
and, although modern, does not clash with its older surround- 
ings. The footpath paving consists of 2-in. concrete slabs tinted 
to harmonise with the stone of the parapet. 

The roadway is paved with two-coat asphalt macadam, 4 in. 
in total thickness, in accordance with B.S.8.594/1935. Between 
the structural deck and the surfacing is a foundation layer of 
concrete ranging in thickness from 2$in. to 7in. Over areas 
where the thickness is less than 24in., asphaltic concrete was 
used for the foundation layer. The engineers recommended 
rubber-block paving, but it was considered too experimental and 
the recommendation was not adopted. Whilst giving full credit 
to asphaltic surfaces which have led to greatly improved road 
conditions throughout the world, it cannot be claimed that such 
surfacing gives the qualities desired for important city areas. 


CONSTRUCTION SCHEME. 

GENERAL, —From the contractors’ point of view the site was 
very cramped, but good transport facilities by road and river 
existed. An area on the south bank adjoining the site on the 
east side of the bridge was handed over for a contractor’s yard 
and cleared of old buildings. Canterbury wharf on the other 
side of the road was used for storage and accommodated the 
concrete-mixing plant. Command of the work was obtained by 
running a temporary gantry, about 40ft. in width, across the 
river on the up-stream side of the bridge site. 

On the gantry were erected one fixed and six movable derrick 
cranes, all with a maximum out-reach of 100 feet. Five were 
of 7 tons and two of 10 tons capacity. The gantry was served 
by Jubilee track on which concrete, raised from the mixing 
yard by hoist to gantry-level, was hauled to the cranes by 
small oil locomotives. On the down-stream side a second Jubilee 
road a few feet above high-water-level was carried from the 
south shore out to the navigable channel. The up-stream foot- 
path of the temporary bridge was closed to the public and 
handed over to the contractor. : 

The work in practically all its aspects was. commenced on the 
south side and carried on progressively to the north. The first 
stage was the construction of the gantry; then followed the 
cofferdams and centering, the building of the piers, the super- 
structure, and fmally the stone facing, parapet, and road and 
footway surfacings. 

To those engaged in the development and construction of the 
new bridge the work was full of interest from beginning to end. 
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The usual troubles and difficulties of a civil engineering work 
were accentuated by the abnormal war and pre-war conditions; 
but eventually a usable bridge was brought into being in time 
to carry war traffic and add another Thames crossing to those 
existing. 

The uninterrupted parapet from one side of the Thames to 
the other was possibly a bold experiment, but the contractors 
have produced a true and, it is hoped, pleasing line. When 
peace comes the improvised tubular hand-railings will be replaced, 
the stairways finished and the Embankment cleared up, and it 
will be possible to judge the structure for the first time as a 
finished work. At present it is incomplete and at a disadvantage. 


CONCLUSION. 

The basis of the design is functional, and this brought about 
a simplicity which has considerable appeal—and incidentally 
effected a saving of £100,000 on the earlier design. For many 
years Waterloo bridge was the subject of surprisingly fierce con- 
troversy, involving individuals, public bodies, Ministries, and 
Parliament, which reached a peak when Mr. Herbert Morrison, 
the leader’ of the London County Council, early on a morning 
in June, 1934, removed the first parapet stone as a prelude to 
the total demolition of the old bridge. 

When, in October, 1934, the Council announced its acceptance 
of the design for the new bridge and published two views of 
the accepted design, controversy died down overnight. The 
Royal Fine Art. Commission was non-committal, whilst the 
President of the Royal Academy liked the design. A well-known 
member of the Institution hoped ‘‘ it would not fall down,” 
and Mr. Bernard Shaw said:that the new bridge had some archi- 
tectural style whilst the modern buildings on the north side 
had none; therefore, ‘‘ It won’t do.’’ Parliament withdrew its 
opposition to the financing of the new bridge and the Ministry 
of Transport withdrew its embargo on the application of the 
usual Road Fund grant. On August 11, 1942, two lanes were 
opened to road traffic, and on December 21 the footpaths were 
opened to pedestrians and the temporary bridge was closed; 
meanwhile the river staging was being cleared away. Almost 
imperceptibly the new Waterloo bridge was brought into use, 
any interest which normally might have been evoked by the 
opening being rightly lost in the war atmosphere of the time. 

The design of the bridge is the result of collaboration between 
the engineers and the architect, the engineers being Messrs. 
Rendel, Palmer and Tritton, appointed by the London County 
Council, in association with the Council’s Chief Engineer, Sir 
Peirson Frank, M.Inst.C.E., F.S.1., the architect being 
Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, R.A. The contractors were Messrs. 
Peter Lind and Co., Ltd. 

The amount of the tender was £647,923, accepted with a proviso 
of an up-and-down clause for certain materials and labour.

CONFERENCE ON HOUSING PROBLEMS. 
A CONFERENCE on Housing Problems is 
to be held by the A.B.T. at Beaver Hall, 
E.C.4, on June 5 next. We take the fol- 
lowing points from the ‘‘ Discussion State- 
ment’ that has been issued :— 
Tue Prostem To-Day.—According to 


a statement by Mr. Ernest Brown, 
Minister of Health (March 5, 1943), 
nearly a third of a million families 


are living in houses ‘‘ which had already 
been, or but for the war would have 
been, condemned as slums.’’ One-fifth of 
the nation is living a “Spartan existence”’ 
in first-aid repaired houses. Enemy action 
has destroyed 120,000 houses in London 
alone (debate in the House, May 4, 1943, 
Mr. Willink). Five million adults have 
moved their homes since the war began 

Mr. Ernest Brown, January 29, 1943). 
3ut while new industrial centres have 
grown up for war industry, normal hous- 
ing construction is at a standstill. Only 
165,000 houses have been completed during 
the last four years. The rate of comple- 
tion used to be over 300,000 a year. 

Wuat Can Be Done Now?—In the 
present acute shortage of man-power and 
materials, lower standards are inevitable. 
But all building projects, whether for the 
Services or for civilian use, can be sub- 
jected to a rigorous test of immediate 
necessity, and housing cam be given a 
place on the list of priorities. The follow- 
ing four proposals to tackle housing prob- 
lems are therefore put forward :— 

A. Speed-up Repairs.—The Ministry cf 
Health sanction for repairs up to 
per house on 40,000 houses should be ex- 
tended to all overcrowded areas. War 
damage repairs should safeguard certain 
basic minimum sanitary requirements, and 
the work of the Public Health Depart- 
ments should be linked-up with that of 
war damage in order to place urgent 
normal repairs on an equal footing with 
war-damage repairs. 

B. Mobilise All Available Accommoda- 
tion.—In many districts, and especially in 
London, there are a large number of 
empty houses. Surveys, such as that 
made in Manchester, should be extended 
to include all areas where there is at 
present a shortage, and local authorities 
could be given power to requisition pro- 
perties, and to enable conversions to be 
made. 

C. Extend Rent Control.—The present 
Rent Restriction Acts have checked the 
raising of rents for unfurnished houses, 
but the various Acts should be amalga- 
mated and amended to simplify their 
application and to stop up certain gaps. 

D. New Construction.—Additional new 
building could take the form of temporary 
houses or hostels for individuals or even 
for families, but care would have to be 
taken to see that ‘‘temporary’’ low- 
standard accommodation does not become 
permanent. Further broad technical dis- 
cussions on such matters are needed. 

Tue Post-War ProsireM.—The clamour 
from property owners and building socie- 
ties for ‘‘freedom’’ must not be allowed 
to stand in the way of the people’s require- 
ments. There will be many demands on 
the building industry. Essential work 
must be guaranteed priority. Immediate 
measures necessary for post-war housing 
are: Powers to Acquire Land.—Local 
authorities require the powers and finance 
to purchase sufficient land for at least a 
five-year programme. Reconstruction 
Areas.—_Immediate legislation, on the 
lines suggested by the Uthwatt Report 
(paragraphs 145-7) is needed to enable 
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planning authorities to redevelop war- 
damaged areas as single units. Nationali- 
sation of the land, as proposed by the 
Labour Party in their report on housing, 
would go a long way to solving many 
problems. Finance.—While it may be im- 
possible to determine now in detail the 
methods of financing post-war housing, the 
local authorities require some assurance 
that housing will receive priority, and that 
the necessary finance will be available. 
The experience of 1919-23 shows clearly 
the dangers resulting from delaying 
measures until the armistice. Materials 
Control.—Adequate supplies of materials 
must be guaranteed in advance. Exchange 
agreements could be made now for supplies 
of raw materials to be shipped as soon as 
transport is available. Price control must 
be complete. 


THE UTHWATT REPORT 


SURVEYORS’ “1924 CLUB” 
MEMORANDUM. 


A MEMORANDUM on the Uthwatt Report 
has been prepared by certain members of 
the Chartered Surveyors’ ‘‘ 1924 Club,”’ 
from which we take the following extract : 

‘‘The accumulated result of the Com- 
mittee’s proposal is to secure by means of 
a levy on the increase in site values 75 
per cent. of any addition in value due to 
the action of the town-planning adminis- 
tration; while on the other hand their 
various recommendations to amend the 
existing code under the 1932 Act infer 
that compensation for any diminution in 
value attributable to the same administra- 
tive action is virtually .to be excluded. 
The development right scheme merely 
facilitates the enjovment by the State of 
the enhanced development values due to 
transfer of development rights from alreadv 
developed areas to those undeveloped 
areas the rights over which they have 
acquired. In our opinion, therefore, these 
recommendations do not represent an 
equitable solution of the problem of arti- 
ficially induced transfers of value from 
developed to undeveloped land, nor can 
town planning ever become an effective 
instrument of National planning until this 
problem is faced and solved... . 

‘‘ We therefore suggest that the follow- 
ing principle should be adopted—namely, 
that betterment should be collected no 
more widely than compensation is distri- 


» buted. Under the present law there are 


two ‘widths’ of compensation-better- 
ment. Firstly, there is the narrow width 
contained in certain Acts of Parliament, 
which restricts the betterment-compensa- 
tion to these owners, part of whose land 
has been actually taken for a particular 
scheme; so that only those owners receive 
compensation for any damage that the 
scheme may do to their interests and only 
those pay betterment for any increment 
in value brought about by the scheme. 
Under these Acts the owners whose pro- 
perty adjoins the scheme, but none of 
whose land has actually been taken, re- 
ceive no compensation for their worsement 
and are expected to pay no betterment if 
they are bettered. Second, under town- 
planning legislation and certain other 
Acts, any persons affected by the scheme 
(with certain exceptions) receive compen- 
sation whether part of their land is taken 
or not, if the value of their land is 
worsened; and are expected to pay better- 
ment if their land is bettered.” 


Ministry of Health Loans. 

Loans sanctioned during the quarter 
ended March 31, 1943, to Local Authori- 
ties in England and Wales by the Ministry 
of Health, amounted to £1,611,731, of 
which housing accounted for £151,463.

Copy or REsoLution. 

That this meeting of Wandsworth 
builders, held May 24, 1943, at Balham, re- 
cords the willingness to help at all times 
on work of national importance, and 
especially to help the Wandsworth 
Borough Council’ to carry out essential 
repairs to C (b) houses. 

That this meeting of builders cannot 
accept the scheme of grouping under pre- 
selected leaders, as outlined by the Minis- 
try of Works at the meeting held on May 
17 at the Wandsworth Technical Insti- 
tute, in that the Ministry’s scheme does 
not offer :— 

(a) Sufficient profit to enable the 
small builder to survive. 

(b) A guarantee that at least 50 per 
cent. of a firm’s immobile labour will 
be left with a firm that offers to group 
under the M.O.W. scheme. 

(c) A guarantee that a firm’s em- 
ployees that may be transferred into the 
group will be directed back to them by 
the National Service Officer at the com- 
pletion of C (b) houses in the borough. 

(d) That the personal service of the 
principal or principals of the firm that 
groups for work within the group shall 
be voluntary. 

(e) Protection against loss of identity 
of the individual firm. 

That this meeting of builders is not 
satisfied that a M.O.W. grouping scheme 
is necessary within the Borough of Wands- 
worth, as it is their considered opinion 
that the Wandsworth Borough Council is 
fully capable of repairing all the C (b) 
houses that may be required with its pre- 


_sent organisation. 


That if and when the local authority 
considers that a scheme of grouping be- 
comes essential, then it should be done by 
the builders concerned, under their own 
chosen leaders and management. Further, 
that in this event the Ministries concerned 
should consult with and obtain the ap- 
proval of the committee representing the 
builders at this meeting before any such 
alternative scheme is submitted to the 
loca] authorities concerned.

‘“‘ The Standard of War-time Building,” 
published by H.M. Stationery Office on 
Wednesday, price 9d., has been prepared 
by the Ministry of Works to provide a 
handy means of reference to approved 
standards of construction. New schemes 
in the Government building programme 
will conform to these standards of economy.

VISIT TO AERODROME 


Art the invitation of Messrs. John Laing 
and Son, Ltd., members of the Allied 
Nations Technical Building Committee 
visited on Monday last a large R.A.F. 
station now in course of construction by 
the Company. Those present included Mr. 
John H. Markham, F.R.I.B.A., Chairman 
of the Committee, Mr. Cox, of the Colonial 
Office, and the following representatives 
of Allied Nations :—Greece : General Bot- 
zaris; France: Captain Girard; Poland : 
M, Cwynarski; Belgium and Luxembourg : 
M. Wynants; Czechoslovakia: Dr. Kal- 
enda; Holland: M. van Rood; Norway : 
Lt, Ramstad; Poland : M. Jacobovicz, M. 
Akowski: New South Wales: Mr. 
Fielding. 

The London Master Builders’ Associa- 
tion was represented by Mr. W. E. Rice, 
Mr. E. W. Garrett, Junior Vice-President, 
and Mr. Nigel Hannen. 

On arrival at the aerodrome the com- 
pany, having inspected the men’s canteen 
and mess accommodation, were entertained 
to luncheon by Messrs. John Laing. Mr. 
H. C. Harland, President, L.M.B.A., a 
divector of the firm, who presided, wel- 
scomed the visitors in a short speech, and 
Mr. John H. Markham briefly acknow- 
jedged the Company’s generous hospitality. 

After its general lay-out had been 
studied from a plan, a tour was made of 
the aerodrome, the administrative site, 
station headquarters, office and operations 
block being first visited. Proceeding to 
the technical site, the visitors were then 
shown the following buildings in course 
ef construction: (a) A.M. bombing 
teacher and turret instructional building, 
(b) link trainer building, (c) photographic 
block, (d) parachute store, (e) maintenance 
unit, (f) main workshops, (g) T2 aircraft 
shed. 

A Stothert and Pitt 28M concrete mixer 
and a Benford concrete mixer installation 
were seen in operation, and the laying 
of concrete and work by mechanical ex- 
cavator and mechanical scrapers on the 
runways was inspected, together with the 
construction of French drains. 

The visitors thoroughly enjoyed their 
tour of what is perhaps one of the largest 
aerodromes in the country, and displayed 
keen interest in all they saw. 


War Damage Repairs. 

The War Damage Commission has 
issued notices which affect parts of the 
County Boroughs of Liverpool and 
Middlesbrough. The notices are issued 
under Section 7 (2) of the War Damage 
Act, 1941, whereby provision is made for 
securing that the making of payments by 
the Commission in respect of war damage 
shall have regard to the public interest. 


Gas Advisory Committee.

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BUILDING EDUCATION 
IN BRISTOL 


TECHNICAL COURSES FOR BOYS. 

In the Report of the Education Com- 
mittee of Bristol Corporation on ‘‘ Train- 
ing for the Building Industry,’ it is 
stated : Your Committee have for some 
time been considering a communication 
from the Board of Education dealing with 
the urgent national need for facilitating 
the intake of recruits to the ranks of 
skilled workers in the building industry. 
It is of great importance that the flow of 
recruits from Junior Technical Schools, 
which is at present only a minute fraction 
of the intake to the industry, should be 
increased, and Local Education Authori- 
ties have been asked to consider the estab- 
lishment of suitable building courses for 
boys who desire ultimately to enter the 
building trades as apprentices. The 
Bristol Junior Technical School now caters 
in the main for boys who wish to enter 
the engineering and allied trades. It is 
proposed to extend this school by the 
establishment of an annexe in the vacant 
premises of the former Barton Hill ele- 
mentary school, in order to provide a 
suitable two or three year building course 
for 200 boys, who will be admitted at 
the age of 13 plus on the same terms and 
conditions as now apply to the engineering 
pupils. It is intended to admit 100 boys 
to the new course in September next and 
thereafter 50 boys each half-year. The 
boys taking this new course will not be 
trained for a specific type of employment 
within the building industry, but will be 
given a sound general education, together 
with training and practice in building 
crafts. The Bristol Association of Build- 
ing Trades Employers and the Bristol 
Branch of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives have been con- 
sulted regarding the establishment of the 
building course, and both offer their co- 
operation. Your Committee recommend 
the Council to approte the scheme. 
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APPRENTICESHIP: A 
TRUST FUND 


A SOUTHERN COUNTIES LEAD. 

THe first Regional trust fund to be 
established under the building industry's 
new Natignal Apprenticeship Scheme has 
been set up by the Southern Counties 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
with a capital of £500. A cheque for this 
amount was formally handed over at the 
headquarters of the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers last week 
by the Chairman of the Council of the 
Southern Counties Federation, Mr. G. 0. 
Swayne, to the Chairman of the Trustees, 
Mr. 8. J. Kingerlee, who is also Presiden: 
of the Southern Counties Federation, Mr. 
Leslie Wallis, President of the National 
Federation, presided at the ceremony. 

In. the past apprentices have been 
articled to individual firms. Under the 
new scheme they are to be apprenticed to 
the industry. This means that, in addi- 
tion to the employer, guardian and the 
boy, trustees appointed by the National 
Federation become partners to _ the 
indenture, and are responsible for guaran- 
teeing continuity of employment and 
tuition to the apprentice. To ensure this, 
trust funds are to be set up throughout 
the country by the various sections of the 
National Federation. The trust funds are 
required for administrative expenses and 
for other costs which may be involved in 
the transference of apprentices during the 
period of their apprenticeship to jobs on 
which they can complete their training. 

The trustees appointed by the Southern 
Counties Federation are Messrs. S. J. 
Kingerlee, Leslie Wallis, John Croad, 
Norman Longley and L. A. Peyman.

Central Housing Advisory Committee. 

Mr. D. Apams asked the Minister of 
Health when he expected to receive the 
interim report of the sub-committee of 
the Central Housing Advisory Committee 
upon the Design ang -Planning of Post- 
war Dwellings. 

Mr. E. Brown said he ‘had already 
received interim recommendations from 
this sub-committee on the planning. of 
rural cqttages, and type plans recom- 
mended by the sub-committee were bein 
used in the war time scheme for 3, 
agricultural cottages. He expected to 
receive the sub-committee’s final report 
covering all phases of their present in- 
vestigation by.the autumn. 

Mr. Rostron DuckwortH asked the 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry 
of Works why local authorities were per- 
mitted an expenditure. of up to £250 per 
house in the case of war damage, whereas 
private owners were only to be permitted 
to ex 
was the same in both cases. ; 

Mr. Hicks said that under the special 
scheme for the repair by local authorities 
of some 40,000 war-damaged houses in 
England and. Wales, the authorised. 
average expenditure per house had been 
fixed at £200. Licences under Defence 
Regulation 56a were not required in these 
cases, but private owners wishing to do 
their own repairs must obtain a licence 
where the total amount spent on the 
property in any period of 12 months ex- 
ceeded £100. The grant of a licence was 
dependent upon the facts: of each case 
and was not determined by an arbitrary 
money limit suchas that mentioned in 
the question. For houses comparable 
with these, being repaired under the 
special scheme, a broadly equivalent 
standard was now being applied provided 
labour and materials were available in 
the district. 


Farm Cottages. . 

LorD WINTERTON asked the Minister of 
Health whether any rural district council 
had refused to build cottages for agricul- 
tural labourers under the 3,000 scheme; 
and what action he proposed to take. 

Mr. Brown said that five rural district 
councils had expressed a disinclination 
to build under the . conditions. which 
attach to the scheme.. As their objections 
were being discussed or were about to be 
discussed with them it would be pre- 
mature to regard them as having refused 
to build. All the other of the 382 authori- 


ties concerned had agreed to build. In . 


the five cases in question the first course 
was to discuss the councils’ objections 
with them, and this was being done. 
Sir Percy Hurp asked the Minister of 
Health if he would help rural district 
councils to hasten the completion of the 
3,000 houses in the 3,000 rural housing 
scheme by arranging with the Ministers 
of Agriculture, Planning and Works for 
the simplification of the present cum- 
brous system of departmental references 
and permits. 
Mr. Brown said that any scheme of 
building in war time must. necessarily 
involve several Departments, but great 
pains had been taken to relieve‘ local 
authorities from having to deal with a 
number of agencies. The Senior Re ional 
Architect of the Ministry of Health 
acted as liaison officer and was respon- 
sible for informing all other Departments 
who had to be consulted so. that’ local 
authorities did not have to approach them 
direct. Inspections of sites were carried 
out simultaneously by the regional repre- 
sentatives ‘of the Ministries of Health, 
Agriculture and Planning, so that: all 
points could be dealt *with at the same 
time. It was difficult to see what more 
could be done to simplify procedure, but 
any suggestions by Sir Percy Hurd would 
be fully and sympathetically considered. 
Dr. Russet. THOMAS: asked whether in-| 
ternal fittings required in the proposed 
scheme for: the construction of 3, 
cottagés for agricultural workers were to

Mr. Brown said that internal fittings 
would not be provided from bulk supply.

BRIGADIER-GENERAL OLIFTON BROWN 
asked the Minister of Health whether he 
was aware that most architects and sur- 
veyors in country districts considered that 
the lightness of the timber seantlings, as 
ordered in his plans for agricultural cot- 
tages, was not sufficient to enable the 
rafters to carry plain tiles and would 
lead to roof troubles in a few years; and 
whether he would increase the measure- 
ments of the 3 in. by 14 in. rafters spaced 
at 16-in. centres to avoid this danger. 
Mr. Brown said that his hon. and 
gallant friend no doubt had in mind the 
notes, prepared in consultation with the 
Ministry of Works, which had been 
issued. to the regional architects as a 
guide to the sizes of roof timbers which 
would, in normal circumstances, secure 
the maximum economy in timber in the 
construction of the cottages. Those 
notes were not intended as instructions 
to the rural district councils concerned. 


' It rested with the responsible designer 


employed by a council to specify an 
appropriate roof structure having regard 
to the type of covering to be used and the 
exposure of the site. A proposal to use 
a design involving an amount of timber 
exceeding that indicated in the notes 
would be given full consideration. 


TRADE NEWS 


Cultivation of the Douglas Fir. 

Mr. Alexander Howard has published a 
leaflet in which he advocates the cultiva- 
tion in Great Britain of the Douglas fir, of 
which many examples have been success- 
fully grown. One example given of the 
growth is a tree in Co. Wicklow which 
in 70 years reached 100 ft. in height, and 
94 ft. mn girth: The vital importance of 
a sufficient reserve of-timber is such, Mr. 
Howard claims, that the planting of 
Douglas fir should take a prominent place 
in reafforestation.

RURAL LAND UTILISATION 


A GOVERNMENT ORGANISATION. 

In February, 1942, the Government ” 
announced their acceptance of the prin- 
ciple of planning the use of the land so as 
to secure its most appropriate development 
and use. It was stated that the general - 

promotion of rural development in the 
light of a positive policy for the mainten- 
ance of a healthy and well-balanced agri- 
culture was to be a purpose’ of policy, and 
that to this end the Government would 
seek to avoid the diversion of productive 
agricultural land to other purposes where 
there was land of lesser worth that could 
reasonably be used instead. 

The Minister of Agriculture has now set 
up an organisation to provide information 
and advice on matters affecting agricul- 
ture and the utilisation of the land and to 
co-operate closely on all qeaetis of town 
and country planning. he appointment 
of Dr. L.. Dudley Stamp as Chief Adviser 
on Rural Land Utilisation has already 
been announced. Rural Land Utilisation 
Officers have since been appointed for each 
of A any various regions of England and

_A conference of the Rural Land Utilisa- 
tion Officers was held in London on May 13 
and addressed by the Ministers of Agricul- 
ture and of. Town and Country Planning. 
The Minister of Agriculture spoke of the 
vital importance of agricultural considera- 
tions in planning the proper use of the 
land and referred to the serious effects of 
the indiscriminate absorption of good 
farmland, amounting to a net figure of 
750,000 acres in the seven years from 1934 
to 1941, for industrial and residential de- 
velopment. This had hampered war-time 
food production, but at the same time war- 
time developments had brought a wider 
recognition of the importance of safeguard- 
ing the position’ of agriculture. in relation 
to the land. The Minister hoped that the 
proper claims of agriculture would be fully 
taken into account in future planning 
developments. 

The’ Minister 'of Town and Country 
Planning reminded those present of the 
aims and objectives common ‘to both 
Ministries and that it was his earnest 
desire that the Regional Planning Officers 
of his Department should work in close 
collaboration and harmony with the Rural’

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CAST CONCRETE PRODUCTS 


FEDERATION’S ANNUAL MEETING. 


Av the annual general meeting of the 
British Cast Concrete Federation, held 
recently at’ the Connaught Rooms, and 
attended by some 100 members from. all 
parts of Great Britain, Mr. Norman F. 
Spence, referring to the report of the 
Council, said that since thé date of amal- 
gamation of the three associations (Cast 
Concrete Products Association, National 
Association of Cast Concrete Products 
Manufacturers, and British Concrete 
Federation) to form the British Cast 
Concrete Federation in July last, eight 
branch councils had been formed with 
areas covering the whole of England and 
Wales, corresponding to those covered by 
the Area Joint Industrial Councils. Scot- 
land was represented by the Scottish Pre- 

_ Cast Concrete Manufacturers’ Association 
with which there was complete agreement, 
and co-operation would take place corre- 
sponding to that between the Federation 
and its branches. This brought the num- 
ber ‘of firms organised within, and in con- 
junction with, the Federation to a total 
of over 200, representing probably at least 
90 per cent. of the productive “20966 4 of 
the industry and controlled by firms whose 
chief interest was the manufacture of pre- 
cast concrete products. This went far to- 
wards meeting the desire of the Govern- 
ment for one organisation through which 
the industry could voice its views, to the 
mutual advantage of all concerned. 

Emphasis was laid on the importanice of 
maintaining a high standard of quality 
and service in order to retain the confi- 
dence of the Government in the ability of 
the industry to supply its needs. The 
Ministry.of Works, realising the need for 


. standardising many of the concrete pro- 


ducts used in building, had requested the 
B.C.C.F. to prepare a report on its pro- 
posals to the Directorate of Post-War 
Building, Standards Committee. That 
report, which was well illustrated, had 
been submitted to the Standards Commit- 
tee. Owing to the shortage of some of the 
usual building materials, interesting solu- 
tions to the problems of stairs, windows 
and pitched roofs for tiles or slates had 
already been prepared and might be used 
in the agricultural cottages to be built this 
summer. - * 

Approval was given at the meeting to 
the Federation taking up membership of 
the National Council of Building Material 
Producers and the British Employers’ 
Confederation.

BUILDING WITHOUT 
LICENCE 


SURVEYOR’S APPEAL AGAINST 
IMPRISONMENT ALLOWED. 


Tue Lonpen Szssions. 
Before Mr. Eustace Fuiton. 


David William Pratt, surveyor, of Peck- 
ham Rye, appealed at the London Sessions 
on May 13 against sentence of two 
months’ imprisonment imposed at Lam- 
beth. He had been’ convicted on six 
counts of carrying out building work ex- 
ceeding £100 without a licence, in contra- 
vention of the Defence Regulations. [The 
case was reported in Zhe Builder for 
April 16.] 

Mr. Blundell, for the Director of Public 
Prosecutions, said that on Mr. Pratt’s 
instructions .bomb-damaged ‘houses in 
Peckham had been repaired, and in six 
different cases. the: cost was £253, £236, 
£176, £193, £222 and £365. 

‘There was a grave risk at the time,”’ 
said Mr. Blundell, ‘‘ that the builders 
would not receive a single penny from 
the Ministry of Works,. because — the 
Ministry was not obliged to pay for work 
which had been carried out without the 
necessary authority.”’ 

The chairman, Mr. Eustace Fulton, said 
that, the War Damage Commission had 
since paid for these repairs. 

Mr. R. E. Seaton, for Pratt, said the 
appellant had been careless, but there 
were mitigating circumstances; the 
offences had occurred owing to shortages 
of staff. ‘‘ A sentence of imprisonment to 
a man of this type is almost disastrous,”’ 
continued Mr. Seaton, .‘‘ because if a pro- 
fessional man is sent to prison it is a 
disaster to his business, and ruinous to 
his reputation. He also held a commission

CAST STONE FEDERATION 


TWENTY-SIXTH ANNUAL MEETING. 


Speakine at the 26th annual meéting of 
members of the Cast Stone and Concrete 
Federation, held at the Connaught Rooms on 
May 12; Mr. C. T. J. McDowent, chair. 
man, said that standardisation of precast 
concrete might be all right up to a point, 
but he-believed this could be overdone and 
would lead to monotony and lack’ of in- 
terest. In a plastic material there was 
ample scope for the architect or engineer 
tq display his skill in design, and it would 
be a pity if full.use were not made of the 
adaptability of the material. After the 
first Great War many new manufacturers 
came into the industry. Not all of these 
newcomers had the requisite knowledge 
and experience, and unfortunately the idea 
was fostered that the manufacture of pre- 
“back garden” 
operation which anyone could undertake. 
““ With the greater demands likely to be 
made on the industry after ‘the present 
war, history seems likely to repeat itself, 
and it is not that the small manufacturer, 
as such, is to blame—in fact, the work of 
some of the smaller manufactitrers excels 
in quality that of some of the larger firms. 
The criticism is directed at the assump- 
tion that knowledge and experience are 
unnecessary in the manufacture of precast 


‘ eoncrete.’’ 


Dealing particularly with cast stone, the 
chairman said that firms were concerned 
as to how to keep their organisation in 
being in order to deal with post-war de-- 
mands ; if qualified and experienced staffs 
and key men were called up or trans- 
ferred to other industries, this would have 
the effect of delaying post-war building. 

Research, although important, was not 
intended to solve the elementary problems 
which manufacturers themselves must 
solve in the hard school of experience. 
There was a need, however, for special 
cements for cast stone; high early’ strength 
was not as important as low shrinkage, 
and it was hoped something in this,direc- 
tion might be done.

THis scene deputised for a Dutch background 
in a recent cinema film, as did other parts of 
King’s Lynn. The strong Dutch influence shewn 


by many of the buildings is not surprising, for the 


town was the headquarters of Cornelius 


Vermuyden’s Hollanders who came over to 


drain the East Anglian fens, and who even used 


Dutch bricks and roofing tiles, brought here, as 


ballast, in ships that had carried potatoes on 
their outwards voyages. If parts of King’s Lynn 
are literally Dutch in origin, it may be said that 
we helped to restore the balance by sending them
